The  proposition  made  by 
Bloomfield  to  Montclair  was  rejected, 
l>st  at  the  meeting  o 1  the  Montclair 
Town  Committee  last  Monday  night 
'they  agreed  to  appoint  a  committee 
of  conference  as  was  requested  by  the 
Bloomfield  Committee. 

At  the  last  meetiag'  of  our  Town¬ 
ship  Committee  Mr.  Beach,  the  Chair, 
man,  put  the  question  in  a  proper 
light,  ao  far  as  Bloomfield  is  con* 
corned,  and  the  businesslike  new 
taken  by  him  is  thought  favorably  of 
by  many  of  oar  citizens.  He  said 
this  sewey  question  was  precisely  the 
same  as  if  A  wanted  to  build  a  ditch 
across  B's  lots  and  asked  permission 
of  B  to  oroes.  B  was  not  only  will 
ing  to  give  the  permission  without 
charge,  but  told  A  if  he  would  build 
it  large  enough  to  also  accomodate 
him  be  would  pay  the  additional  coat 
A  was  going  to  build  the  ditch, 
anyhow,  *  and  would  have  been 
thought  a  mean  fellow  if  •  he  tried  to 
make  B  share  the  expense  of  the 
ditch  equally  with  him.  The  privi- 
lego  of  crossing  B’s  land  was  worth 
something  to  him,  and  that  ia  the 
[Mjeition  of  Bloomfield  towards  Mont¬ 
clair. 

Mr.  Lockwc&l  dissented  from  this 
view  and  was  rather  disposed  to  favor 
Montclair  as  being  right  in  the  prem 
i»es.  Of  course  Mr.  Lockwood  re¬ 
sides  on  (he  summit  as  it  were  of  our 
town,  where  the  air  is  more  rare¬ 
fied;  and  so  takes  a  more  lofty  view, 
while  Mr.  Beach  is  evidently  in  toucbr 
with  the  majority. 

The  question  will  come  bp  before 
the  Sewer  Committees  of  the  two 
v>£owosbip8  and  it  will  be  finally  ad¬ 
justed  to  the  eminent  satisfaction  not 
only  of  the  joint  Committee  but  of  the 
two  Townships  —we  hope.

Do  you  refer  to  these 
scars’ madam?  asked  the  lady  raising  a 
finger  to  her  marred  face,  "Yee,  that  was 
whst  I  meant,”  was  the  reply.  “Blees 
you  r  exclaimed  the  lady,  “theae  are  my 
first  title  to  divinity  !*'  After  dwelling  a 
moment  upon  the  nature  of  Injuries  sus¬ 
tained  In  doing  self  sacrificing  service 
for  the  great  R«ecuer  of  lost  humanity, 
the  preacher  aald  :  '-Do  you  ask  whether 
It  Is  necessary  to  go  and  get  marred  by 
the  smallpox  In  order  t  >  be  a  Christian? 

No.  That  Is  not  essential.  “But,”  and 
he  mede  an  Instant's  significant  pause, 
“I  don’t  think  It  would  be^pery  safe  for 
you,  or  me  either,  to  go  up  to  the  Lord's 
presence  and  appear  before  him  with  out 
any  scare.  He  knows  what  this  world  la' 
what  men  are,  and  he  would  be  very  like¬ 
ly  to  Inquire :  "How  under  the  heavens 
did  you  get  throogh  without  any  wounds? 
1  couldn'd  do  It !  Why.  my  enemies  are 
down  there,  and  they  are  bitter.  •  How 
did  you  get  through  so  easy?**  The  ef¬ 
fect  was  electrical.  The  sudden  outburst 
was  like  an  unexpected  thunder  and  light¬ 
ning  revelation,  and  the  rapid  lightning 
flashes  seemed  to  show  skulking  cowards, 
timid  soldiers,  runaways  aad  shirks  all 
along  the  line  of  the  organized1  ranks  t  of 
the  church  militant.  Dr.  King  Is  mighty 
Id  word  and  oratory,  as  well  as  In  works. 
With  all  that  tha  schools,  travel  and  large 
experience  can  give,  he  Impresses  one  as 
being  so  much  larger  than  the  scholar, 
traveler  or  ordinary  minister  that  he  sur¬ 
prises,  as  honest,  many  tongued  nature 
does  (n  our  countless  varylsg  moods. 
Later  the  earns  day  an  acquaintance,  an 
editor,  said  to  the  narrator,  "Why,  hav¬ 
en't  you  had  dinner  yet?"  “Not  exactly. 
Have  had  a  feat,  though,  rich  enough  to 
last  six  months.'  “What  do  you 
mean?"  asked  the  editor.  "  Heard  James 
M.  King  preach  "  “Ob,  lsd’t  he  big?”  was 
Ike  rejoinder.  When  ws  ooasider  tba 
Ittleoese  of  men  and  methods,  even  fit 
good  work  sometimes,  it  is  refreshing’ Jb 
know  that  here  aad  there  a  man  lemr 
up  amopg  hie  feUaws  In  such  a  way 
even  mature,  trained  mind  uses  Invol¬ 
untarily  the  child’s  word  “big”  In  speak¬ 
ing  of  him.— The  Prtm,

Werta,  bis  first  set  was  to  appoint  Job 
Llpplooott  his  successor  upon  the  Su¬ 
preme  Court  benob,  and  the  position  of 
Common  Pleas  judge,  vacated  by  said 
Llpplnoott,  was  given  to  Corporation  At¬ 
torney  Hudspeth,  of  Jersey  City,  Mr. 
Hudspeth  dared  not  resign  hla  position  aa 
Corporation  Attorney,  because  Mayor 
Wansar,  of  Jersey  City,  would  have  un» 
doubled ly  appointed  a  Republican  to  the 
vacancy.  Here  Is  where  the  pinch  came 
in  and  tharefore  Senate  bill  No.  13  was 
drafted  to  take  away  suoh  power  from  tba 
Mayor.  It  was  hustled  through  both 
houses  and  sent  to  tie  Governor  for  his 
signature.  He  eyfiphatically  declared 
that  he  would  not  sign  such  a  bill  and 
consequently  the  Hudson  oounty  politi¬ 
cians  are  seek  lag  vengeanoe.  They  evi¬ 
dently  are  not  acquainted  with  the  deter¬ 
mination  of  the  Governor,  and  do  not 
know  that  he  has  a  back-bone  of  the 
hardest  material.  When  tha  Governor 
aald  In  Lie  Inaugural  that  he  believed  In 
“the  right  of  municipalities  to  looal  self- 
government,  in  the  choice  of  their  gov¬ 
erning  bodies  and  the  management  of 
their  local  affairs  asserted  and  upheld,” 
he  evidently  meant  Just  what  he  said.

*  That  lively  and  aggressive  state,  Indi¬ 
ana,  furnishes  many  shining  examples  of 
eaccceeful  badness  women.  In  the  older 
states  the  dairy  industry  on  a  large  scale 
has  now  drifted  mostly  into  the  hands  of 
men  and  stock  companies.  Bnt  in  Indi¬ 
ana  we  have  several  signal  examples  of 
what  women  can  do  not  only  in  dairy¬ 
ing,  but  also  in  the  rearing  of  beef  cat¬ 
tle.  Mrs.  Meredith’s  herd  of  8horthoms 
in  southeastern  Indiana  is  one  of  the 
noblest  In  the  country.  Mrs.  Laura  D. 
Worley,  of  Elletsville,  is  so  sucoeaful 
a  breeder  of  butter  Jerseys  and  so  sue 
ceeeful  a  butter  maker  besides  that  it 
was  at  one  time  proposed  by  some  gal¬ 
lant  western  men  to  make  her  chief 
of  the  live  stock  department  of 
the  World’s  fair.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  she  was  appointed  one  of 
the  jurors  of  award  on  dairy  products. 
She  sells  gilt  edged  butter  directly  to 
consumers,  without  any  middleman,  and 
is  adding  to  her  bank  account  year  by 
year.  Another  progressive  Indiana  dairy 
woman  is  Mrs.  Mary  C.  Alexander,  who 
road  a  paper  before  the  Indiana  State 
Dairy  association  on  “Dairying  as  a  Suc¬ 
cessful  Occupation  for  Women.”  Mrs. 
Alexander  began  dairying  first  with 
one  cow  aud  the  most  primitive  appli¬ 
ances.  She  took  up  the  butter  macing 
branch  of  the  work.  Now  she  has  many 
cow8|  “brick  milkhouse  with  modern 
conveniences”  and  a  warm  barn  for  her 
■  •  7"^  ’  iows.  It  is  interesting  to  know  that  her 
own  fine,  strong  armed  daughters  do  the 
milking,  and  they  have  not  found  it 
too  hard  work  for  a  woman.  Mrs.  Alex¬ 
ander  believes  there  is  something  in  a 
woman’s  gentle  touch  with  a  cow  and  in 
a  woman's  nice  sense  of  cleanhneea  and 
her  keen  sight,  smell  and  taste  that  par¬ 
ticularly  adapts  her  to  successful  dairy¬ 
ing.  Mrs.  Alexander  is  qnite  right.  She 
is  at  present  enlarging  her  own  facilities 
and  going  into  the  business  on  a  larger 
scale.  There  is  not  the  drudgery  at¬ 
tached  to  butter  making  and  the  care  of 
milk  that  there  need  to  be.  Calf  and  dog 
power  can  be  utilized  with  the  new'style 
of  chum,  and  the  cream  separator  or  the 
creamer  relieves  a  woman  of  the  care  of 
a  large  number  of  heavy  milk  (inns.  As 
to  pet  animals,  there  is  nothing  one  can 
become  more  attached  to  than  to  a  herd 
of  beautiful  cows. 

Rev.  Florence  Kollock,  who  went  to 
Europe  last  summer,  is  studying  As¬ 
syrian  archaeology  and  Egyptology  in 
the  British  museum.  She  will  undoubt¬ 
edly  come  on  the  fact  in  the  course  of 
her  investigations  that  in  the  most 
ancient  times  in  Egypt  women  had  such 
rights  and  such  a  commanding  power 
and  influence  as  they  have  never  enjoyed 
in  any  country,  civilized  or  uncivilized, 
since.  How  they  lost  their  power  is  a 
long  story  and  most  interesting  one.  In 
brief,  they  lost  mnch  of  it  through  their 
own  fault.  They  must  struggle  till  they 
it  back,  and  that  is  the  task  now  be- 
women.
